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Mark Cuban, Governor 


Since Mark Cuban purchased the Dallas Mavericks on Jan. 4, 2000, the face of the organization has changed dramatically. 


Under his leadership, the team’s home games have become more than just an ordinary NBA event - they have become a total entertainment 
experience. That party atmosphere he helped instill, with the return of the “Reunion Rowdies,” has carried over into the creation of the “Mavericks 
ManiAACs’ at American Airlines Center. 


Cuban's whatever-it-takes attitude and commitment to winning has grabbed everyone's attention. From his first introduction to the team to the end of 
his first season as owner, the players responded with a 31-19 record, including a 9-1 mark in April. 


The organization's upward trend has continued since. Dallas has advanced to the NBA Playoffs in 18 of the last 23 years while winning at least 50 
games 13 times in that stretch. 


In 2006-07, the Mavericks won a franchise-high 67 games and posted the NBA’s seventh-best record in history. Dallas won 60 games in 2002-03 and 
2005-06, advancing to the Western Conference Finals in both seasons. The Mavs also advanced to the Western Conference Finals in 2021-22 after 
posting a 52-30 regular season record. The Mavericks made the franchise's first appearance in the NBA Finals in 2006 and again in 2011, winning the World Championship vs. the Miami 
Heat. 


Cuban has been successful in bringing a sense of pride and passion to Mavericks fans — presenting himself as the ultimate role model, cheering from the same seats he has had for many 
seasons. He is the first owner in team sports to encourage fan interaction through e-mail. It was through this personal touch that fans throughout the Metroplex, and around the world, began to 
notice Cuban's energetic personality and take notice of the Mavericks. He has personally responded to hundreds of thousands of e-mails and several suggestions from fans have led to 
innovative changes. 


Prior to his purchase of the Mavericks in January 2000, Cuban co-founded Broadcast.com, the leading provider of multimedia and streaming on the Internet. Broadcast.com was sold to 
Yahoo! Inc. in July of 1999. MicroSolutions, a leading national systems integrator, was co-founded by Cuban and partner Martin Woodall in 1983 and later sold to CompuServe. 


In addition to his ownership of the Mavericks organization, Cuban has also been an investor in start-ups including Mahalo, JungleCents.com, motionlift.com, Filesanywhere.com, Naked Pizza 
and 140fire.com. He first appeared as a “Shark” on the ABC show Shark Tank in 2011, becoming the first ever to live Tweet a TV show. He has been a star on the hit show ever since and is 
an investor in an ever-growing portfolio of small businesses. Along with partner Todd Wagner, he also co-owns The Landmark Theater chain, Magnolia Pictures and Magnolia Home Video. 


Mark gives back to the communities that promoted his success through The Mark Cuban Foundation. The Foundation’s Al Bootcamps Initiative hosts free Introduction to Al Bootcamps for low- 
income high schoolers, starting in Dallas. Mark also saved and annually funds the annual Dallas Saint Patrick's Day Parade, the largest parade in Dallas and a city institution. 


A graduate of Indiana University, Cuban hails from Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and resides in Dallas. 


Cynt Marshall, Chief Executive Officer 


Cynt Marshall has been a dynamic force for inclusion and diversity within the Mavericks organization and over a 36-year career at AT&T. When Cynt 
was hired as the CEO of the Mavs in March 2018, she set her sights on a culture transformation. Her vision was for the Mavericks organization to 
become the NBA standard for inclusion and diversity. Cynt brought transparency, trust and her values-based leadership style that evolved the 
company culture in her first 100 days. The Dallas Mavericks have twice received the NBA's Inclusion Leadership award. 


Prior to her joining the Mavs, Cynt founded Marshalling Resources, a consulting firm specializing in Leadership, Diversity & Inclusion, Culture 
Transformation and overall optimization of people resources. Upon the company naming its first Chief Inclusion Officer in June 2017, Cynt worked 
with The Dow Chemical Company to develop and implement a strategy for institutionalizing an inclusive culture. Dow was named to Diversitylnc’s Top 
50 list in 2018 and every year since, claiming the number 7 spot in 2023. The company is also now recognized on Fortune’s Great Place to Work lists. 


Cynt’s notoriety began many years ago as a young Officer at AT&T and grew exponentially when she served as Senior Vice President - Human 
Resources & Chief Diversity Officer at AT&T. There she was responsible for identifying and developing leaders, aligning employees with the 
company’s vision and priorities, overseeing major business unit HR support, developing and executing the company’s diversity, equity and inclusion 
strategy and skills transformation initiatives. Cynt led the team that created a world class Diversity and Inclusion culture, landing AT&T in the top 3 on 
Diversity Inc’s 2017 Top 50 list of companies. She also spearheaded the work that for the first time placed AT&T on Fortune’s 100 Best Companies to Work For list in 2017, one of only two 
Fortune 50 companies. 


Before her SVP-Human Resources and Chief Diversity Office roles, Cynt served as President-AT&T North Carolina where she became the first African-American chair of the North Carolina 
State Chamber of Commerce. Prior to her North Carolina appointment, Cynt held a variety of executive line and staff, technical and non-technical positions at AT&T and its predecessor 
companies. 


Widely recognized for her visionary leadership and ability to get things done Cynt is the recipient of several honors and awards, including the 2022 Dallas Holocaust and Human Rights 
Upstander award. In 2021, Forbes named Cynt one of 15 of the world’s most inspiring female leaders, Dallas WISE (Women In Sports and Events) honored her with the inaugural Women of 
Inspiration award, The Women’s Forum of New York bestowed the Elly award, and Texas Women’s University recognized Cynt with the Virginia Chandler Dyke Leadership award. Cynt 
received the 2020 Girl Scouts of America Lifetime Achievement award and was touted as one of Adweek’s 30 Most Powerful Women in Sports. In 2019, Cynt was honored with the Women of 
Power Legacy Award by Black Enterprise and was the recipient of the National ATHENA® Leadership Program Award. This annual award is presented by chambers of commerce, women’s 
organizations and universities worldwide. In 2017, Cynt was honored by The Network Journal as one of the 25 Most Influential Women in Business and was honored with the ATHENA® 
Leadership Program Award by the Dallas Regional Chamber, which recognizes exceptional women who excel in their careers, contribute to their communities and develop women leaders. In 
March 2020 and several times prior, Cynt was selected as one of the “50 Most Powerful Women in Corporate America” by Black Enterprise magazine and named to Ebony magazine's 2016 
“Power 100” list. In 2014, industry analysts and members of the press conferred on Cynt the HR Executive of the Year - Best in Biz Award. For her efforts on behalf of the people of North 
Carolina, in 2013 Cynt received the prestigious Leadership North Carolina Governor's Award, which honors just one citizen each year for lifetime achievements. 


Cynt graduated from the University of California-Berkeley with degrees in Business Administration and Human Resources Management and holds four honorary Doctorate degrees. She also 
eared a Diversity and Inclusion Certificate from Cornell University. Cynt has chaired a variety of non-profit boards and currently serves on the board of Dallas CASA (chair), Dallas Regional 
Chamber, Texas Women’s Foundation, Texas 2036, T.D. Jakes Foundation, Executive Leadership Council (ELC), and is a member of the University of California at Berkeley Board of Visitors 
and the International Women’s Forum. She is also on the corporate Board of Directors of BGSF Staffing, JELD-WEN, Chime Financial, Inc. and Yahoo. Cynt is the co-founder of the National 
Utilities Diversity Council (NUDC), the California Emerging Technology Fund (CETF) and Pro Sports Assembly. 
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Cynt’s first book, You’ve Been Chosen, was released in September 2022 and was nominated for an NAACP Image award. She grew up in Richmond, California and lives in Dallas, Texas. 
Cynt and her husband, Kenneth Marshall, have four adult children. 
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Nico Harrison, General Manager 


Nico Harrison was named general manager of the Dallas Mavericks on June 28, 2021. In his first season leading the Mavs, the team posted a 52-30 
record and advanced to the 2022 Western Conference Finals. Harrison also made an immediate impact on the job by orchestrating the signing of 
Luka Don¢i€ to his rookie supermax extension in August of 2021, a record-setting deal. 


He joined the Mavericks after spending 19 years at Nike, where he most recently held the title of vice president of North America basketball 
operations. In his role, Harrison supervised Nike’s basketball brand managers and worked closely with many of the brand’s star players, including Hall 
of Famers Kobe Bryant and Michael Jordan. 


Prior to joining Nike in 2002, Harrison played professional basketball in Belgium for over seven years. 


Harrison spent his final three collegiate seasons at Montana State University after transferring from Army West Point. He was a three-time, first team 
All-Big Sky selection and eclipsed 1,000 points in his three years at MSU. As a senior in 1995-96, Harrison led the Bobcats to a berth in the NCAA 
Tournament. 


The Spokane, Washington, native was also named an Academic All-American and a two-time winner of the Arthur Ashe Jr. Scholar-Athlete Award during his career at MSU. He was inducted 
into the Bobcat Athletics Hall of Fame in 2015. 


Jason Kidd, Head Coach 


Jason Kidd enters his third season as head coach of the Dallas Mavericks. In his first season as head coach, he led the Mavs to a 52-30 record and 
an appearance in the 2022 Western Conference Finals. Kidd was also named the Western Conference Coach of the Month for games played in 
March/April after closing out the season with a 16-5 record in those months. 


Kidd, who was inducted to the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame in 2018, was named the 10th head coach in Mavericks history on June 28, 
2021. He is in his third stint in Dallas after spending eight of his 19 seasons as a player with the team and helping the Mavericks to the 2011 NBA title. 


Kidd joined the Mavericks after most recently serving two seasons as an assistant coach with the Los Angeles Lakers, where he was part of the 
franchise’s 2020 NBA championship season. 


Kidd’s coaching career began in 2013 when he helmed the Brooklyn Nets for one season. He is the third person since the NBA-ABA merger (1976) to 
become a head coach in the season after he retired as a player. As a rookie head coach, Kidd earned a pair of Eastern Conference Coach of the 
Month awards (January and March), leading the Nets to 44-38 record and an appearance in the Eastern Conference Semifinals. 


On July 1, 2014, Kidd became the head coach of the Milwaukee Bucks in a transaction that sent two second round draft picks to Brooklyn (2015, 2019). He became the first coach in NBA 
history to lead two teams to the postseason in his first two seasons after helping the Bucks to a 41-41 record and improving on their 15-win season from a year earlier. Kidd finished third in 
NBA Coach of the Year voting following the 2014-15 season. 


In three-plus seasons with Milwaukee, Kidd amassed a 139-152 record and appeared in the playoffs twice before parting ways with the franchise midway through the 2017-18 season. 


Kidd was drafted second overall by the Mavericks in 1994 NBA Draft and spent two-and-a-half seasons in Dallas before being traded to Phoenix during the 1996-97 campaign. He shared 
Rookie of the Year honors with Grant Hill after averaging 11.7 points, 5.4 rebounds and 7.7 assists in his first season. 


Kidd returned to Dallas from New Jersey in an eight-player trade in February 2008. Following the trade, Kidd teamed up with former Mavericks superstar Dirk Nowitzki and together they led 
the Mavericks to the 2011 NBA title, defeating Miami 4-2 to bring the Larry O’Brien Trophy to DFW. 


He averaged 12.6 points, 6.3 rebounds, 8.7 assists and 1.9 steals in 1,391 games (1,350 starts) with Dallas, Phoenix, New Jersey and New York. In 500 games with Dallas (all starts), he 
averaged 10.5 points, 5.5 rebounds, 8.4 assists 1.9 steals and 34.6 minutes. 


Kidd’s 12,091 career assists and 2,684 career steals are the second-most in NBA history behind John Stockton. His 107 career triple-doubles represent the fourth-most in NBA history. Kidd 
was a 10-time NBA All-Star, five-time All-NBA First Team selection and four-time All-Defensive First Team pick. 


Kidd played two seasons at the University of California. The Oakland, California, native led the Golden Bears to consecutive appearances in the NCAA Tournament and, as a sophomore, was 
an All-American and the Pac-10 Player of the Year. He also won two Olympic gold medals as a member of Team USA (2000, 2008). 
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Sean Sweeney, Assistant Coach 


Sean Sweeney joined the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach in July 2021. Prior to coming to Dallas, Sweeney spent three seasons as an 
assistant coach with the Detroit Pistons and four seasons as an assistant coach with the Milwaukee Bucks. 


Sweeney's NBA career began with Brooklyn Nets where he started as video coordinator before being named assistant coach in advance of the 
2013-14 season. Sweeney previously worked with head coach Jason Kidd in both Milwaukee and Brooklyn. 


Sweeney served as video coordinator for the University of Northern lowa and was the director of basketball operations at the University of Evansville. 
He also held assistant coaching positions at the Anoka Ramsey Community College (Cambridge, MN) and the Academy of Art University in San 
Francisco. 


The Saint Paul, Minnesota, native played one season at the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay before transferring home to the University of St. 
Thomas (Saint Paul) where he was a three-year starter and earned all-conference honors as a senior in 2005-06. 


Jared Dudley, Assistant Coach 


Jared Dudley enters his second season as an assistant coach with the Dallas Mavericks. He transitioned to an assistant coaching role with the 
Mavericks ahead of the 2021-22 season directly following a 14-season NBA career. He spent the last two seasons of his playing career with the L.A. 
Lakers, where he was a part of the team that won the 2020 NBA title. 


Dudley played for Charlotte (2007-08), Phoenix (2008-13, 2016-18), the L.A. Clippers (2013-14), Milwaukee (2014-15), Washington (2015-16), 
Brooklyn (2018-19) and the Lakers (2019-21). He was selected 22nd overall by the Bobcats in the 2007 NBA Draft. 


The San Diego native owns career averages of 7.3 points, 3.2 rebounds, 1.2 assists and 22.3 minutes in 904 games (286 starts). Dudley was a 
member of six playoff teams, playing in 44 postseason games (two starts) and averaging 4.2 points, 1.8 rebounds and 1.1 assists with the Suns, 
Clippers, Bucks, Nets and Lakers. 


Dudley was a four-year starter at Boston College and averaged 15.9 points, 7.2 rebounds, 3.0 assists and 1.4 steals in 36.4 minutes over 130 games 
for the Eagles. As a senior, he was the ACC Player of the Year, Second Team All-America and All-ACC First Team. Dudley garnered Big East Most 
Improved Player and All-Big East First Team honors following his sophomore season after being selected to the Big East All-Freshman Team a 


season earlier. 


Dudley and his wife, Christina, have three children, Jaylin, Justus and Jolee. 


Alex Jensen, Assistant Coach 


Alex Jensen joined the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach in July 2023. Prior to coming to Dallas, Jensen spent 10 years as an assistant coach 
with the Utah Jazz since 2013-14. His coaching career began with Saint Louis University (2007-2011), and from there he went on to the Canton 
Charge, where he was the 2013 D-League Coach of the Year. 


Jensen has also spent time as a court coach at the 2018 USA Men's National Team minicamp in advance of the 2018 FIBA World Cup and more 
recently served as head coach of the 2022 USA Basketball AmeriCup team. He also has seven years of international experience as an assistant with 
the German National Team. 


Jensen enjoyed a seven-year professional career that saw him play internationally in Turkey, Spain, and Japan, A standout player at the University of 
Utah, he helped the Utes to the 1998 NCAA National Championship where they fell to Kentucky. 


Eric Hughes, Assistant Coach 


Eric Hughes enters his first season with the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach. Previously, he served as an assistant coach for the Philadelphia 
76ers each of the last three seasons (2020-23), after being hired as a player development coach ahead of the 2019-20 campaign. Prior to 
Philadelphia, Hughes held coaching roles with Milwaukee, Brooklyn and Toronto. Before his stint with the Raptors, Hughes worked as the Director of 
Summer Player Development for Goodwin Sports Management in Seattle for five years (2002-07), creating workout programs and training NBA 
players. He also served as the head coach at Spokane Community College in Spokane, Washington, during that time. Additionally, Hughes was as an 
assistant at the University of Washington, as well as the University of California, Berkeley. 


A 1989 graduate of California State University, East Bay, Hughes went on to receive a master’s degree from Illinois State in 1991. A native of 
Oakland, California, Hughes and his wife Kristin have two sons, Alexander James (AJ) and Ryan Christopher. 
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Darrell Armstrong, Assistant Coach 


Former Maverick Darrell Armstrong begins his 16th season as an assistant coach after joining Dallas midway through the 2008-09 campaign. For nine 
summers, Armstrong was the top assistant coach of the Mavericks summer league teams that played in Orlando and Las Vegas. 


Armstrong brings 16 years of NBA experience as a player to the bench as he assists with player development. 


After going undrafted out of Fayetteville State, Armstrong played in the Global Basketball Association and the United States Basketball League as 
well as in Cyprus and Spain. Armstrong was eventually signed as a free agent by the Orlando Magic, thus beginning a career that saw him play 14 
seasons in the NBA with Orlando, New Orleans, Dallas, Indiana and New Jersey. He played in 840 NBA games and holds career averages of 9.2 
points, 4.0 assists and 1.3 steals in 23.7 minutes per game. During his career, Armstrong earned both the NBA’s Sixth Man Award and Most 
Improved Player Award in 1999. He participated in the Slam Dunk Competition at the 1996 NBA All-Star Weekend and was a career 87.1 percent 
shooter from the foul line. Armstrong was inducted into the Orlando Magic Hall of Fame in February 2020. 


Armstrong was traded from New Orleans to Dallas on Dec. 3, 2004, in exchange for Dan Dickau. He played 114 games for the Mavericks until he was 
traded to Indiana on June 24, 2006. A native of Gastonia, North Carolina, Armstrong has two daughters, Arkia and Mayliah, and one son, Darrell, Jr. 


Josh Broghamer, Assistant Coach 


Josh Broghamer joined the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach in August 2023. Before coming to Dallas, Broghamer worked for the Cleveland 
Cavaliers from the 2018-19 season to the 2022-23 season as both director of scouting and player development. His other NBA experience includes 
working for the Milwaukee Bucks under Mavs Head Coach Jason Kidd from 2014-15 to 2017-18 as video coordinator and an assistant coach. 
Broghamer got his start in the NBA in the video room of the Phoenix Suns during the 2013-14 season. He also has coaching experience from working 
the U16 USA Basketball camps and Adidas Euro Camp in Treviso, Italy. 


Broghamer is from lowa City, lowa, and graduated from Northern lowa University in 2013. He resides in Dallas with his wife, Laurel and son, Lee. 


Marko Mili¢, Assistant Coach 


Marko Mili¢é joined the Dallas Mavericks as an assistant coach ahead of the 2022-23 season after spending time with the Basketball Federation of 
Slovenia, including seven years on the coaching staff, a move that followed a decorated professional playing career. 


Milié was the first Slovenian player to be drafted into the NBA when the Philadelphia 76ers selected him in the second round (34th overall) of the 1997 
NBA Draft. He was traded to Phoenix in November 1997 and spent two years with the Suns, playing in 44 regular-season games and two playoff 
games before transitioning back overseas. His professional playing career spanned 21 seasons from 1994 to 2015, and he played in seven different 
countries (Slovenia, Turkey, Spain, Italy, France, Iran and Kuwait). Among his many accolades, Mili¢ won domestic and European cups with clubs 
such as Real Madrid (Spain), Fenerbahce (Turkey) and Fortitudo Bologna (Italy). His No. 12 was retired by Union Olimpija in 2015, only the second 
number to be retired by the team. 


Upon the conclusion of his playing career, Mili¢ earned a FIBA Level 1 coaching license and proceeded to be a key member of the Basketball 
Federation of Slovenia. He is currently head of the National Senior Team which won the European Championship in 2017 and reached the semifinals 
of the Tokyo 2020 Olympic Games. Mili¢ is also part of the NBA European Ambassador program, regularly coaching at youth camps across the 
continent. 


Milié and his wife, Vesna, who is also an accomplished basketball professional at the international level, have three daughters. 


God Shammgod, Assistant Coach 


God Shammgod starts his seventh season as a player development coach for the Dallas Mavericks. Prior to joining team, Shammgod was a player 
development coach at Providence College from 2012-15, where he worked with players such as Bryce Cotton and Kris Dunn. 


In his role, Shammgod helps Mavericks players develop their basketball skills through various on-court drills and serves as an assistant coach on the 
defensive side of the ball. He has also worked as an assistant coach on the Mavericks summer league teams. 


Shammgod was selected after his sophomore season by the Washington Wizards in the second round (45th overall pick) of the 1997 NBA Draft. He 
appeared in 20 games for the Wizards in 1997-98, before playing professionally in other leagues both domestically and overseas. His international 
playing experience included stints in Poland, China, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Croatia. Snammgod earned league MVP honors twice while playing in 
China. 


A native of New York, Shammgod averaged 10.3 points, 6.6 assists, 2.0 rebounds, 2.0 steals and 32.5 minutes per game in his two seasons at 
Providence. In his first year with the Friars, he set the Big East freshman assist record en route to being named to the Big East All-Rookie Team. As a 
sophomore, he led the Friars to the 1997 Elite Eight, where they lost to eventual NCAA champion Arizona Wildcats in overtime. 
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Keith Veney, Assistant Coach 


Keith Veney enters his first season with the Dallas Mavericks, joining the team from the Shot Doc Shooting Academy which he started in 2009 to train 
NBA and WNBA players, along with holding camps and clinics across the world. 


Prior to that he spent time with Nike from 2000-08. Veney played five seasons overseas in France, Iceland, Israel, Poland and Dominican Republic. 
Veney played in the NBA Summer League with the Sacramento Kings and went to camp in 1999. He still holds the NCAA record for most 3-pointers 
ina single game (15) and the most 3-pointers in a single game by a freshman (11) twice. He ended college holding the NCAA record for most 3- 
pointers in a career (410), most games with double digit 3-pointers (6), and most 3-pointers in a season (135). Veney holds the European record for 
most 3-pointers in a single game (12) in Iceland. He has trained players like Malcolm Brogdon, Caron Butler, and Steve Francis, among others. 
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Michael Finley, Assistant General Manager/VP of Basketball Operations 


Michael Finley begins his 10th season in the Mavericks’ front office and his third as assistant general manager/vice president of basketball operations. 
He had previously served as vice president of basketball operations and assistant VP of basketball operations. In his current role, Finley assists Mark 
Cuban and Nico Harrison with all aspects of basketball operations. 


Finley was selected in the first round (21st overall) of the 1995 NBA Draft by the Phoenix Suns and was named to the First Team All-Rookie Team. 
On Dec. 26, 1996, Finley was traded to the Mavericks along with Sam Cassell, A.C. Green and a second round pick in exchange for Jason Kidd, Tony 
Dumas and Loren Meyer. He played with the Mavericks from 1996-2005 and was as two-time All-Star (2000, 2001). 


In 15 seasons with four teams (Phoenix, Dallas, San Antonio, Boston), Finley averaged 15.7 points, 4.4 rebounds and 2.9 assists in 1,103 games. In 
Mavericks history, he ranks fifth in points (12,389), fifth in rebounds (3,245), ninth in assists (2,393), fifth in field goals (4,834), third in 3-point field 
goals (870), fifth in free throws (1,851), fourth in steals (748), sixth in games (626), fourth in starts (606) and fourth in minutes (24,878). After nine 
seasons with Dallas, Finley signed with the Spurs in 2005 and was a member of their 2007 NBA championship team. He retired in 2010 after one 
season with the Celtics. 


Born and raised in Maywood, Illinois, Finley attended the University of Wisconsin and graduated with a bachelor's degree in business management. He averaged more than 20 points per 
game and finished his career as the all-time leading scorer in Wisconsin history. On Feb. 20, 2022, the Badgers retired his No. 24 jersey, only the third in school history to be hung in the 
rafters. In 2009, Finley began a film production company, Follow Through Productions, LLC. He is a financier and executive producer to several films including Sanctum (2011), Luv (2012), 
The Day (2012), The Butler (2013), Sneakerheadz (2014), The First To Do It (2015), Franny (2015) and American Made (2017). 


Finley's passion for community service became a reality when he created the Michael Finley Foundation in 2003. Its purpose is to help support children and their families reach their fullest 
potential through education, entrepreneurial mentorship and other programs that emphasize improving the quality of life. 


An active real estate investor and venture capitalist, Finley also enjoys playing golf in his spare time. He resides in Plano with his wife and three children. 


Khalia Collier, VP & Chief of Staff, Basketball Ops 


Khalia Collier begins her second season with the Mavericks as chief of staff in basketball operations. Collier works closely with EVP, Basketball 
Operations and General Manger Nico Harrison to organize and execute on both short-term projects and strategic initiatives. She is the primary liaison 
to management in both business and basketball, facilitating planning, collaboration and communication across the organization's departments, as well 
as within the league.

SKILLS TRAINING 


Mavs Academy skills training is designed to help intermediate and advanced players ages 8-18 develop a strong base of fundamental basketball skills. 
The program consists of small group workouts emphasizing footwork, shooting, passing and ball handling. Players will learn how to create their own shot 
as well as scoring opportunities for others. Sessions are 90 minutes and meet once per week for four weeks. 


DALLAS MAVERICKS BASKETBALL LEAGUES 


Beginning its 30th year, the Dallas Mavericks Basketball League program invites youth organizations from across North Texas to team up with the 
Mavericks to assist them in running quality basketball leagues for players of all ages.

player in NBA history to record a 60-point, 20-rebound triple-double and second player to record a 60-point triple-double of any kind (Harden, 60 points, 10 rebounds, 11 assists, vs. 
ORL 1/30/18)...his 60 points set a Mavericks franchise record (previous: 53, Nowitzki, vs. HOU 12/2/04, OT) as well as an American Airlines Center record (previous: 57, Stephen 
Curry, GSW at DAL, 2/6/21)...his 21 FGM tied a franchise record (Aguirre, 21-33 FG, vs. DEN 3/24/84) and his 22 FTA were one shy of the team record (Blackman, 22-23 FT, at NUN

Seven of the last eight matchups have been decided by single digits...the Bucks 
swept the 2022-23 season series, 2-0, and have now taken three of the last four 
meetings...the Mavericks are 26-16 all-time at home against Milwaukee (compared 
to 12-29 on the road)...Dallas swept Milwaukee (56-17, .767), 2-0, in 2019-20, 
marking the first time in franchise history that the Mavericks swept the team with the

The home team has won the last five showdowns...the Trail Blazers recorded back- 
to-back 17-point wins in the most recent two meetings (136-119 at POR 1/14/23; 
140-123 at POR 1/15/23), after the Mavericks have won the previous six by an 
average margin of 25.0 points...Luka Don¢ié (42 points, 13 rebounds, 10 assists) 
recorded his fourth career 40-point triple-double vs. Portland (11/12/22), moving him 
into sixth place on the NBA’s all-time 40-point triple-doubles list...the Trail Blazers 
recorded a 140-123 win in the most recent meeting at the Moda Center, setting a 
series record for points in a regulation-length game and marking the third-most 
points by either team in series history overall (Portland recorded a 144-140 win in 
30T at DAL 12/29/89 and a 142-133 victory in OT at DAL 12/27/85)...Dallas 
defeated Portland by a series-record 50 points (128-78) at American Airlines Center 
(4/8/22), marking the club's fifth 50-point win in franchise history...it was also the 
second time in a span of four games that the Mavericks beat the Blazers by 40+ 
points (40, 132-92, at POR 3/21/21), after they had failed to defeat Portland by more 
than 25 points in each of the previous 40 seasons...Donci¢ tallied a game-high 44 
points in a 121-118 loss to Portland at American Airlines Center (2/14/21), tying

history to reach the milestone...Shawn Bradley set a Mavericks record with 13 
blocked shots in a loss to Portland on 4/7/98...Bradley finished the game with 22 
points and a career-high 22 rebounds, recording a triple-double...the second-longest 
game in Mavericks history was a triple-overtime loss in Dallas that lasted 3:10 on 
12/29/89...in that game, James Donaldson set a Mavericks record with 58 minutes 
played, and the Blazers’ Clyde Drexler set a Mavericks opponent record with 55 
minutes played.

The Mavericks have taken five of the last seven meetings, after the Kings won 14 of 
the previous 21...the Mavericks outscored the Kings 45-25 in the opening quarter en 
route to a 122-114 road win (2/10/23)...the 45-point first quarter was tied for the 
second-highest scoring opening period in team history and one shy of the franchise 
record (46, twice)...Kyrie Irving (19) and Christian Wood (12) combined for all 31 of 
Dallas’ fourth-quarter points in the team’s 123-119 win vs. Sacramento (4/5/23) (they 
outscored Sacramento’s entire team 31-27 in the 4th), marking the first time two

SEASON NOTEBOOK: The The Dallas Mavericks finished 33-49 (.402) in 2016-17, snapping a streak of 16 straight seasons with at least a 
.000 record. Health played a big part, with injuries costing the team 163 “man games lost” on the year. Eleven undrafted players appeared 
in at least one game for Dallas in 2016-17 - a then franchise record. The team even started four undrafted players (Dorian Finney-Smith, 
Wesley Matthews, Seth Curry and Salah Mejri) in a game for the first time ever against San Antonio on 11/21/16. Dirk Nowitzki achieved 
yet another huge milestone in 2016-17, becoming the sixth player in NBA history and the first international player to reach the 30,000-point 
plateau with a 15-foot baseline jumper over Larry Nance Jr. at the 10:58 mark of the second quarter against the L.A. Lakers on 3/7/17. Rick 
Carlisle also became the first coach in Mavericks history to reach 400 wins with the franchise with a 108-104 victory at Portland on 2/3/17. 
Harrison Barnes enjoyed a breakout season in his first year with the Mavericks, averaging a career-high (team-high) 19.2 points per game.

SEASON NOTEBOOK: The Dallas Mavericks went 42-40 (.512) in 2015-16, marking their 16th straight season with at least a .500 record. 
Dirk Nowitzki passed Shaquille O'Neal (28,596) for sixth place on the NBA's all-time scoring list at Brooklyn (12/23/15). The 18-year 
orward also became the sixth player in NBA history to eclipse the 29,000-point plateau against Philadelphia (2/21/16). At age 37, Nowitzki 
averaged a team-high 18.3 points per game, leading Dallas in scoring average for the 15th time in the last 16 years. What’s more, Nowitzki 
became the fifth player in NBA history to average at least 18 points per game at age 37 or older. Rick Carlisle became the winningest 
coach in Mavericks history with a 103-93 victory at the L.A. Lakers on 11/1/15, passing Don Nelson (839) with his 340th win with the 
ranchise. Carlisle also passed the late Flip Saunders (654) for 20th place on the NBA’s all-time wins list with a 97-88 victory at Denver on 
3/28/16 (career win No. 655). Dallas won seven of its final nine games to clinch a playoff spot for the 15th time in the last 16 years. The 
avericks’ 42 wins earned them the sixth seed in the Western Conference and a matchup with the No. 3 seed Oklahoma City Thunder 

in the first round. Dallas fought hard in the series despite enduring injuries to several key players. The Thunder went on to defeat the 
avericks in five games.

Won 6/7, lost 15 (first, Southwest)...the 2006-07 Mavericks secured their place in history with the franchise's best record ever, earning the 
first seed in the NBA Playoffs...Dallas faced eighth-seeded Golden State in the first-round of the playoffs and were upset 4-2 in the series... 
but their regular season accomplishments make them one of the best teams in NBA history...their .817 winning percentage ranked sixth 
all-time among NBA teams...they were also the sixth-fastest team in league history to reach the 50-win mark (59 games)...Dirk Nowitzki 
ed his team with averages of 24.6 points, 8.9 rebounds and a career-high 3.4 assists, while setting career-bests in FG%, 3FG% and FT%... 
owitzki was rewarded for his efforts as he became the first player in Mavericks history to earn the MVP award...additionally, he was 
amed First Team All-NBA and was the second Maverick (Jason Kidd) to start an All-Star game...Nowitzki was joined by Josh Howard as a 
Western Conference All-Star... Howard received the nod from NBA commissioner David Stern as a replacement for the Western Conference 
team...the two were the first pair of Mavericks to be named to the same All-Star team since 2003 (Nowitzki, Steve Nash).

Won 60, lost 22 (second, Southwest)...the Mavericks entered the playoffs as the fourth seed and after victories over Memphis and San 
Antonio, respectively, the Mavs faced Phoenix in the Western Conference Finals...Dallas earned the right to play Miami in the NBA Finals 
with a six-game series win over the Suns...the first-time Western Conference Champs won the first two games of the Finals at home, then 
lost four straight to Miami to surrender the title..since the NBA adopted the 2-3-2 Finals format in 1985, the Mavs were the 10th team to 
win the first two games at home...the previous nine teams won the championship, while Dallas became just the third team in Finals history 
to drop the series after leading 2-0...for his efforts in his first full season as head coach of the Mavs, Avery Johnson was named the NBA's 
Coach of the Year... meanwhile, Dirk Nowitzki was named AIl-NBA First Team for the second consecutive season...the Mavs’ 60-22 record 
tied for the best in franchise history...at home, Dallas went 34-7 overall and won 27 of their final 31 home games...along with the Spurs, the 
Mavs became the only other team to have won 50+ games in each of the previous six Seasons.

Won 13, lost 69 (sixth, Midwest)...Dallas won its final two games, four of its last seven and five of its last 11...Dallas was 0-13 in March (the 
first month in franchise history without a win) before rebounding to go 5-8 in April..the Mavericks were one of just two clubs with two 
players in the top 18 in scoring (the Clippers were the other) as Jim Jackson and Jamal Mashburn each averaged 19.2 ppg to tie for 18th 

in the NBA...Dallas set a club record with 767 steals, breaking the club record of 688 steals by the 1986-87 Midwest Division Championship 
club...Mashburn and Popeye Jones each participated in the Schick Rookie Game on All-Star Saturday...Jones’ 7.5 rebounds per game was 
the highest rookie rebound average ever by a Maverick...Dallas allowed 103.8 ppg, down 10.7 ppg from their opponents’ average in the 
previous season.

Mark Followill enters his 19th season as the television play-by-play voice of the Mavericks. Prior to his move to television, Followill served as the radio 
play-by-play voice of the Mavericks on ESPN 103.3 FM for four seasons. 


Followill also completed his 11th season as television voice for the Metroplex's Major League Soccer franchise FC Dallas. In addition, Followill was a 
play-by-play announcer for FOX Sports coverage of the 2018 FIFA World Cup and broadcasts MLS and international soccer matches, and college 
football for FOX Sports. Followill was also a soccer play-by-play announcer for NBC’s coverage of the 2016 and 2020 Olympic Games. Since 2020, 
Followill has been a play-by-play announcer for college football broadcasts on the Big Ten Network. 


Followill came to the Mavericks after having worked for seven years at KTCK in Dallas and as the fill-in radio play-by-play announcer for Mavericks 
broadcasts for two seasons on their sister station KLIF. Followill also served as the play-by-play voice for SMU football in 1999 and 2000 on KTCK. 
Prior to working at KTCK, he worked at the Texas State News Network and KTOK-AM in Oklahoma City and University of North Texas campus radio 
station KNTU-FM. 


Followill is a graduate of the University of North Texas. 


Derek Harper, Analyst (BSSW) 


Derek Harper begins his 10th season as the Mavericks television analyst. Previously, Harper anchored Mavericks’ pre- and post-game shows for the 
TXA-21. 


Harper played 16 seasons in the NBA with the Mavericks, Knicks, Magic and Lakers and was originally selected by the Mavericks with their top pick 
(11th overall) in the 1983 NBA Draft. He led the Mavericks to the playoffs six times, including the franchise’s first-ever trip to the Western Conference 
Finals in 1988. 


To this day, Harper remains one of the most decorated Mavericks of all time and is still the franchise's leader in assists (5,111) and steals (1,551). 
Harper also ranks in the Top 10 in 13 other statistical categories, including points, field goals, 3-point field goals, free throws, minutes and games. He 
became the third Maverick to have his number retired on Jan. 7, 2018, when his No. 12 jersey was hung in the rafters at American Airlines Center. 


Harper hails from Elberton, Georgia, and has four children, Darius, Danielle, Dana and Daria. 


Devin Harris, Analyst (BSSW) 


Devin Harris begins his first season as a Mavericks television analyst, splitting games with fellow Mavs alum, Derek Harper. 


Harris played 15 seasons in the NBA with Dallas, New Jersey, Utah, Atlanta and Denver with career averages of 10.8 points, 2.2 rebounds and 3.9 
assists. He was originally selected by the Mavericks with their top pick (5th overall) in the 2004 NBA Draft after three seasons at Wisconsin. In his 
junior season at Wisconsin (2003-04), Harris averaged 19.5 points, 4.4 assists, and 4.3 rebounds, and he went on to win Big Ten Player of the Year, 
consensus second-team All-American, and Big Ten Tournament MOP. 


He is one of three players to have had three stints with the franchise during their career (2004-05 through part of 2007-08, 2013-14 through part of 
2017-18, 2018-19). During his time with the Mavericks, he went to the playoffs seven times, including the franchise’s first-ever trip to the NBA Finals in 
2006. He was an NBA All-Star in 2009. 


Harris ranks in the top-10 in two all-time Mavericks statistics as he is ranked eighth in games played (608) and eighth in steals (559). Harris hails from Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and now resides 
in Dallas with his wife, Meghan, and their two children. 


Jeff "Skin" Wade, Analyst (BSSW) 


Jeff “Skin” Wade is in his 14th full season as television analyst after joining the broadcast midway through the 2008-09 season. His quirky personality 
and unique in-game observations are a nice complement to the dynamic Followill-Harper duo.

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Chuck epeperneht Play-By-Play (97.1 FM) 


Chuck Cooperstein is in his 18th season as the radio play-by-play voice of the Dallas Mavericks on 97.1 The Freak. Cooperstein has been a regular 
on the DFW sports scene since 1984, broadcasting on numerous radio stations. 

Prior to joining the Mavericks, Cooperstein's extensive sports broadcasting background included play-by-play stints with TCU and the University of 
Texas football, as well as TCU, Texas A&M and SMU basketball. He has also broadcast college basketball, college football and NFL games nationally 
on Westwood One. Cooperstein received a Katie Award for his play-by-play expertise from the Dallas Press Club. 

The Long Island native has a bachelor's degree in broadcasting from the University of Florida. He married his wife Karen, a PR/marketing and 
philanthropy consultant, in 2010. Together they are both engaged in philanthropy, serving as active supporters of the Mavs Foundation, Texas 
Scottish Rite Hospital for Children and Catholic Charities Dallas. They founded their own nonprofit, Coops’ Kids Foundation, in 2017. Chuck has one 
son Jeffrey, who is a graduate of the University of North Texas. 


Brad pee Radio Analyst (97.1 FM) 


Brad Davis serves as the radio color commentator for the Mavericks. He has served the organization in various roles, including as a player, coach, 
community service/camps representative and broadcast personality, since the Mavericks’ inaugural season in 1980-81. 


Davis is the team’s color analyst on all 97.1 The Freak broadcasts. Davis has appeared on the team's TV and/or radio broadcasts since 1992-93. 


Davis contributed radio analysis on home broadcasts for the first half of the 1992-93 campaign before spending the 48 games as an assistant coach 
to Mavericks interim head coach Gar Heard. From 1993 to 1995, Davis was a Mavericks assistant coach on Dick Motta’s staff. 


On Nov. 14, 1992, Davis became the first Maverick to see his jersey retired when No. 15 was raised to the rafters. Davis was the final member of the 
Mavericks 1980-81 charter season team to retire, playing for the Mavs for eight years longer than any other member of that squad. At the time, he 
retired as one of only 15 players in NBA history to play 15 seasons. 


Davis averaged 8.2 points on 51.0 percent shooting in 961 NBA games. As a Maverick, he averaged 8.6 points on 51.0 percent shooting with 5.1 
assists in 883 games. He began his career in 1977 as a Lakers first-round draft pick (15th overall) out of Maryland. 


During the offseason, Davis works with promising college and high school athletes to help them prepare for the NBA. He lives in Waxahachie with his wife Kelli. They have three children Erin, 
Mike and Cara. 


Brian Dameris, Radio Analyst (97.1 FM) 


Brian Dameris enters his first sesaon as radio analyst for 97.1 FM The Freak for Mavericks road games. 


Dameris is the former Director of Basketball Development for the Dallas Mavericks and is an Emmy nominated studio and game analyst for Mavs TV 
broadcasts on Bally Sports. As Director of Basketball Development with the Dallas Mavericks, he led the first analytics department in the NBA. He 
also ran the annual Global Games basketball tournament and was involved in the team’s international development. For the past 10 years he has 
been co-host of KTCK The Ticket's Mavs Postgame Show and can also be heard weekly on his Mavs podcast “Take Dat Wit You” with Mark Followill. 
He is also a regular contributor at D Magazine. 


Dameris started his career as the fifth employee at Broadcast.com in 1995. He spearheaded the company’s Initial Public Offering in 1998, resulting in 
a then record-setting opening on Wall Street. He ran the Mergers & Acquisitions Group, buying three companies for a combined $250 million in nine 
months, then selling to Yahoo! for $5.8 billion in April of 1999. 


Since then, Brian has worked with Mark Cuban on his portfolio of investments, including consulting with the companies Cuban invests in on his ABC 
show “Shark Tank.” 


He is a graduate of Baylor University and received his MBA from SMU. 


Victor Villalba, Play-By-Play (99.1 FM) 


Victor Villalba enters his 18th season as the Mavericks Spanish play-by-play announcer and can be heard locally on Zona MX 99.1 FM. During his 
tenure as the “Voz en Espafiol,” he was part of the excitement of reaching the NBA Finals in 2006 and 2011 (the magical season when the Mavericks 
won it all). As part of the broadcasting team, Villalba's presence has been felt on the English side, having appeared on a number of television features 
and was called upon last season to work radio broadcasts alongside Mavericks great Brad Davis. 


Villalba is a graduate from Texas Tech University with a bachelor's in finance. He also earned an MBA from the prestigious Monterrey Tec. His career 
began as a stockbroker and financial consultant, resulting in the appointment as corporate treasurer for a Mexican-Japanese joint venture 
headquartered in Monterrey, Mexico. It was at that point that a change of course brought his sights to the DFW Metroplex to begin a journey in the 
exciting world of sports broadcasting. 


Villalba's first opportunity at the mic was with the Dallas Cowboys, including both television and radio offerings, a task that continues, making the fall 
months quite interesting when the Mavericks season begins in earnest each fall.

Luka Don¢ié (42 vs. PHI 3/2/23, 34 vs. PHX 3/5/23) and Kyrie Irving (40 vs. PHI 3/2/23, 30 vs. PHX 3/5/23) each tallied 30+ points in two straight 
games, becoming the first pair of teammates in franchise history to score 30+ points in the same two consecutive games. 


Donéié (42) and Irving (40) both scored 40+ points in the team’s 133-126 win vs. PHI (3/2/23), marking the first time in franchise history that Dallas had 
two 40-point scorers. Dallas also went 25-of-48 (.521) from beyond the arc vs. PHI (3/2/23), tying the franchise record for most 3-pointers made in a 
game (25-45 3FG, .556 3FG, vs. NOP 2/12/21). The Mavericks improved to 6-3 this season (24-8 all-time) when it connects on 20+ triples. 


Donéié (7-13 3FG) and Irving (6-8 3FG) combined to shoot 13-of-21 (.619) from beyond the arc against the Sixers, becoming the 
first pair of teammates in league history to each tally 40+ points and 6+ 3-pointers in the same game. 


Don¢ié (12 assists) and Irving (6 assists) each added 5+ assists against the 76ers, becoming just the third set of teammates in NBA history 
to each record 40+ points and 5+ assists in a non-OT game (regular season or playoffs): 
3/2/23, DAL vs. PHI: Luka Donéié (42 points, 12 assists) + Kyrie Irving (40 points, 6 assists) 
6/13/16, CLE vs. GSW (Finals G5): LeBron James (41 points, 7 assists) + Kyrie Irving (41 points, 6 assists) 
4/10/77, NOJ vs. DEN: Pete Maravich (45 points, 10 assists) + Nick Williams (41 points, 5 assists) 


Don¢ié and Irving also became only the 5th pair of teammates to record 40+ points in a non-overtime game over the past 30 years.

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Twenty-year-old Jaden Hardy (22 at MEM 3/11/23; 28 vs. MEM 3/13/23; 22 at SAS 3/15/23) and 
22-year-old Josh Green (21 at MEM 3/11/23; 23 vs. MEM 3/13/23; 21 at SAS 3/15/23) each scored 
20+ points in three consecutive games, becoming the first pair of Maverick teammates under 23 years 
old to tally 20+ points in the same three-game stretch. 


The previous month, Hardy (20 years, 216 days) and Green (22 years, 82 days) each scored a career- 
high (game-high) 29 points in the Mavericks’ 124-111 win at UTA (2/6/23), becoming the first pair 

of Mavericks teammates age 22-or-younger to score 25+ points in the same game since 11/3/95 at 

3 SAS when Jason Kidd (22 years, 225 days) and Jamal Mashburn (22 years, 339 days) each scored 27 
points in a 103-97 win over the Spurs. 


Jaden Hardy scored 20+ points five times in a six-game stretch and averaged 20.3 points (22-48 3FG, 
.458), 4.0 rebounds and 2.7 assists per game in that span (3/11-3/22/23). The 37th overall pick in this 
past year’s draft joined lottery picks Paolo Banchero (1st overall pick, ORL), Bennedict Mathurin (6th 
overall pick, IND) and Jalen Williams (13th overall pick, OKC) as the only rookies to score 20+ points 
five times over a six-game stretch this season. 


Hardy tallied 20+ points in each of his first three NBA starts (22 at MEM 3/11/23; 28 vs. MEM 
3/13/23; 22 at SAS 3/15/23), becoming the first Maverick ever to accomplish the feat. In fact, no 

_ Maverick had scored 20+ points in each of his first two career starts prior to Hardy. He has averaged 
24.0 points, 5.3 rebounds and 3.3 assists per game over his first three career starts (3/11-3/15/23). 


Green netted 20+ points in three consecutive games (21 at MEM 3/11/23; 23 vs. MEM 3/13/23; 21 at SAS 3/15/23), after he had yet to produce back-to- 
back 20-point efforts prior to the three-game run. Green posted his first career 20/10 game with 21 points (9-16 FG, 3-6 3FG), a season-high 10 rebounds 
and 4 assists at MEM (3/11/23). He followed that up with 23 points (10-15 FG, 3-6 3FG), 5 rebounds and a season-high-tying 7 assists the next game 

vs. MEM (3/13/23). The 22-year-old then went for 21 points (9-18 FG, 2-5 3FG), 3 rebounds and a season-high-tying 7 assists at SAS (3/15/23). Over the 
three-game stretch (3/11-3/15/23), Green averaged 21.7 points (.571 FG%, .471 3FG%), 6.0 rebounds and 6.0 assists per game. 


Green averaged career bests bests for points (9.1 ppg), rebounds (3.0 rpg), assists (1.7 apg), FG% (.537), 3FG% (.402) and FT% (.723) for the third 
straight year to begin his career. He has recorded six 20-point games in 2022-23, after he failed to score 20 in each of his first two seasons. 


FRANCHISE PLAYER 


Luka Donéié led the Mavericks in points, rebounds and assists in the same game 31 times in 2022-23 after doing so in 34 games last season. Don¢ié led the 
Mavericks in all three categories in over half of the games he appeared in last season (34 of 65, 52.3%). Prior to Doncic¢, the previous single-season mark was 
nine such games by Dirk Nowitzki in his MVP season (2006-07). 


Donéié has already earned the franchise record for most times leading the Mavericks in points, rebounds and assists. He has led Dallas in points, rebounds 
and assists in the same game 109 times in his young career (including ties), and he took the franchise lead over Dirk Nowitzki (38 times) - who played in 1,522 
games with Dallas over his 21-year career - on 1/4/21, his 139th career game. 


Doncié became the fastest in NBA history to 100 games of leading a team in points, rebounds and assists in his 293rd game at MIN (12/21/22), passing Nikola 
Jokié (510 career games). 


Don¢ié led both teams (his own and his opponent) in a single game in points, rebounds and assists 30 times in his first four seasons, doubling the next closest 
player in NBA history (Elgin Baylor, 15). He has done so seven times this season, which leads the NBA: 10/27/22 at BKN, 11/18/22 vs. DEN, 11/29/22 vs. GSW, 
12/29/22 vs. HOU, 1/2/23 at HOU, 1/7/23 vs. NOP 1/10/23 at LAC.

Luka Don¢ié averaged 32.4 points, 8.6 rebounds and 8.0 assists per game in 2022-23. He joined 
Michael Jordan (32.5 ppg, 8.0 rpg and 8.0 apg in 1988-89) as the only players in NBA history to 
average at least 32.0 points, 8.0 rebounds and 8.0 assists per game for a season. 


Don¢ic finished second in the NBA in scoring this year behind Philadelphia's Joel Embiid (33.1 ppg). 
He broke Mark Aguirre’s single-season franchise record (29.5 ppg in 1983-84) for the highest- 
scoring average in Mavericks history while joining Aguirre (2nd, 1983-84) as the only Mavericks to 
finish as high as second in the league in scoring. Donic, who finished third in the NBA in scoring 
the previous year (28.4 ppg in 2021-22), also joined Aguirre and himself as the only Mavericks to 


finish in the top 3 in the league in scoring. 


Donéic¢ totaled 2,138 points in 2022-23, joining Mark Aguirre (1983-84, 1984-85, 1986-87) and 
Dirk Nowitzki (2002-03, 2004-05, 2005-06, 2008-09, 2009-10) as the only Mavericks to produce 
a 2,000-point campaign. DonCci¢’s 2,138 points marked the third-highest single-season total in 
franchise history behind Aguirre’s 2,330 points in 1983-84 and Nowitzki’s 2,151 in 2005-06. 


Donéié recorded an NBA-best four 50-point games in 2022-23 (50 at HOU 12/23/22, 60 vs. NYK 
12/27/22, 51 at SAS 12/31/22, 53 vs. DET 1/30/23), all of which occurred before February. He 
joined James Harden (3 times), Kobe Bryant and Michael Jordan as the only players in the last 

50 years to produce four 50-point games before February. The Mavericks improved to 5-0 all- 

time when he drops 50. Don¢ié (5) now has more 50-point games than the rest of the Mavericks 
franchise combined (4). Don¢i¢, who turned 24 years old on Feb. 28, also moved into a tie with 
LeBron James and Wilt Chamberlain (5 each) for the most 50-point outings by a player 23-or- 
younger in NBA history (Rick Barry holds the all-time record with 7). He also joined Jordan (17) and 
James (5) as the only players in the last 50 seasons to produce five-or-more 50-point outings within 


their first five seasons. 


Donéié poured in a career-high 60 points (21-31 FG, 2-6 3FG, 16-22 FT), including 25 in the fourth 
quarter and overtime, to go along with a career-high 21 rebounds, 10 assists, 2 steals and 1 block 
in a career-high 47 minutes in Dallas’ 126-121 come-from-behind win vs. NYK (12/27/22). He 
became the first player in NBA history to record a 60-point, 20-rebound triple-double. It also marked 
the second 60-point triple-double of any kind in league history (James Harden, 60 points, 10 
rebounds, 11 assists vs. ORL 1/30/18). His 60 points set a Mavericks franchise record (previous: 
53, Dirk Nowitzki, vs. HOU 12/2/04, OT) as well as an American Airlines Center record (previous: 57, 


Stephen Curry, GSW at DAL, 2/6/21). 
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ALL-STARS 
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Luka Don¢cié and Kyrie Irving were both selected as starters for the 2023 NBA All-Star Game in Salt Lake 
City, marking the first time in franchise history that Dallas had two All-Star game starters. 


Irving, who was making his making his eighth All-Star appearance (6th start), tallied 32 points (14-21 FG, 4-8 
3FG) and a game-high 15 assists for Team LeBron, setting a new franchise record for both points and assists 
in an All-Star game. It also marked Irving's most career points and assists in an All-Star game. 


Donéi¢, who was making his fourth All-Star appearance (3rd start), all as part of Team LeBron, joined Kobe 
Bryant, LeBron James, Shaquille O'Neal, Isiah Thomas and Anthony Davis as the only players to earn four 
All-Star nods before their 24th birthday (Davis only appeared in three of those games). 


Don¢ié also tied Rolando Blackman (4) for the second-most All-Star selections in Mavericks history. Dirk 
Nowitzki, who holds the franchise record for the most All-Star appearances (14), is the only other Maverick 
to garner four-or-more consecutive All-Star bids (11 straight, 2002 to 2012). Donéi¢, who made back-to- 
back All-Star starts in 2020 and 2021, will also break a tie with Nowitzki (2) for the most All-Star starts in 


Mavericks history. 
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The Mavericks acquired eight-time All-Star Kyrie Irving and forward/center Markieff Morris from Brooklyn in exchange for guard Spencer Dinwiddie, 
forward Dorian Finney-Smith, a 2029 first-round pick and two future second-round picks. Irving scored 19 of his game-high 31 points in the final stanza 
of the Mavericks’ 123-119 win vs. SAC (4/5/23). It marked his NBA-best sixth game with 18+ points in the fourth quarter, twice as many such quarters 
as the next closest player on the list (Giannis Antetokounmpo, 3). Irving is averaging 36.0 points (.560 FG%, .438 3FG%, 1.000 FT%), 4.5 rebounds and 
6.0 assists per game over his last two games (4/2-4/5/23). 


Irving totaled 276 points, 50 rebounds and 69 assists through his first 10 games with Dallas (27.6 ppg, 5.0 rpg and 6.9 apg in span, 2/8-3/7/23). He is the 
only player in NBA history to record 275+ points, 50+ rebounds and 60+ assists in his first 10 games with a franchise — having done so twice now (297 
points, 53 rebounds and 70 assists with Brooklyn, 10/23-11/12/19). Irving, who is one of 11 players in league history to just score 275+ points in his first 
10 games with a team (Wilt Chamberlain, 371 points, PHW, 1959-60; Donovan Mitchell, 319, CLE, 2022-23; Kevin 
Durant, 307, BKN, 2020-21; Dominique Wilkins, 304, LAC, 1993-94; Irving, 297, BKN, 2019-20; John Williamson, 
295, NJN, 1977-78; Orlando Woolridge, 294, DEN, 1990-91; Walt Bellamy, 292, CHP, 1961-62; Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, 288, LAL, 1975-76; World B. Free, 279, SDC, 1978-79; Abdul-Jabbar, 278, MIL, 1969-70; Durant, 277, GSW, 
2016-17; Irving, 276, DAL, 2022-23; Michael Adams, 276, WSB, 1991-92), joined Abdul-Jabbar and Durant as 

the only players to accomplish the feat with multiple franchises. Prior to Irving, Harrison Barnes (229, 10/26- 
11/16/16) held the record for the most points a Maverick through his first 10 games with the franchise. 


Irving had 26 points (11-12 FG, 3-4 3FG, 1-1 FT) in the fourth quarter vs. MIN (2/13/23), joining Dirk Nowitzki (29, 
Ath quarter, vs. UTA 11/3/09) and Don¢ié (28, 1st quarter, vs. LAC 2/10/22) as the only Mavericks to produce a 
26-point quarter over the last 25+ seasons (since 1996-97).It was also Irving's highest-scoring quarter of his career 


(previous: 25, 2nd quarter, at ORL 3/15/22) and he single- 


handedly outscored Minnesota 26-24 in the final frame.

Dallas played on Christmas Day for the third consecutive year, though it was the first time since 2011 and 
the second time overall that the Mavericks hosted a home game on Christmas Day. That year, the defending 
NBA champion Mavericks faced off against LeBron James and the Miami Heat at home in a 2011 Finals 
rematch. This year, the Mavericks took down James and the Lakers 124-115 despite trailing by 11 at the 
half. 


The Mavericks outscored the Lakers 51-21 in the third quarter on Christmas Day. The 51 points tied the 
Mavericks franchise record for the most points in any quarter (51, 4th quarter, at GSW 1/15/85). It also 
marked the highest-scoring quarter by any team on Christmas Day ever and the highest-scoring period by 
any team this season. The 51 points were also the most the Lakers have surrendered in a quarter since they 
moved to Los Angeles (and were one off the 52 they allowed in 1959 while in Minneapolis). 


Luka Don¢ic tallied a team-high 32 points (9-16 FG, 2-3 3FG, 12-16 FT) to go along with a game-high 
9 rebounds, a game-high 9 assists and 2 steals. It marked the highest-scoring effort by a Maverick on 
Christmas Day ever (previous: 31, Dirk Nowitzki, at SAC 12/25/03). 


Christian Wood racked up 30 points (12-17 FG), 8 rebounds, a career-high-tying 7 assists, a career-high-tying 
4 steals and 2 blocks in 38 minutes vs. LAL (12/25/22). It marked the first time in his career that he reached 
each of those benchmarks in a single game. Wood joined Dirk Nowitzki (31 at SAC 12/25/03, 30 at POR 
12/25/08) and teammate Luka Doncic, who had 32 points in this year's game against the Lakers, as the only 
Mavericks to score 30+ points on Christmas Day.

Luka Don¢i¢ poured in a career-high 60 points (21-31 FG, 2-6 3FG, 16-22 FT), including 25 in the fourth quarter and overtime (and the game-tying FG off 
an intentionally missed FT with 1.0 second left to force OT), to go along with a career-high 21 rebounds, 10 assists, 2 steals and 1 block in a career-high 
47 minutes in Dallas’ 126-121 come-from-behind win vs. NYK (12/27/22). 


Donci¢ became the first player in NBA history to record a 60-point, 20-rebound triple-double. It also marked the second 60-point triple-double of any kind 
in league history (James Harden, 60 points, 10 rebounds, 11 assists vs. ORL 1/30/18). 


His 60 points set a Mavericks franchise record (previous: 53, Dirk Nowitzki, vs. HOU 12/2/04, OT) as well as an American Airlines Center record 
(previous: 57, Stephen Curry, GSW at DAL, 2/6/21). His 21 FGM tied a franchise record (Mark Aguirre, 21-33 FG, vs. DEN 3/24/84) and his 22 FTA were 
one shy of the team record (Rolando Blackman, 22-23 FT, at NJN 2/17/86). Doncié became the 33rd player in league history to score 60+ points ina 
game (it marked the 79th 60-point effort ever) and the first since Kyrie Irving on 3/15/22 at ORL (60 points). No. 77 recorded his seventh triple-double of 
the season (53rd career), moving him back into a tie with Nikola Jokié for the most in the NBA. The Mavericks improved to 6-1 this year when he records 
a triple-double. 


Don¢i¢ tallied 50+ points twice in a three-game span (50 at HOU 12/23/22, 60 vs. NYK 12/27/22), becoming the first Maverick ever to achieve the feat. It 
gave him three 50-point efforts for his career (51 vs. LAC 2/10/22) and he surpassed Dirk Nowitzki (2) for the most games with 50+ points in the regular 
season while tying Nowitzki for the most 50-point efforts overall (Nowitzki had 2 50-point games in the regular season and 1 in the playoffs). It was also 
Donéic’s 22nd career 40-pont game, moving him into a tie with Mark Aguirre for the most 40-point efforts in franchise history (Dallas improved to 17-5 
all-time when he scores 40+ points, including 3-0 when he goes for 50+ points). 


Doncié has now produced six career 40-point triple-doubles, which is tied with LeBron James for the fifth-most 40-point triple-doubles in NBA history 
(Oscar Robertson; 22; James Harden; 16; Russell Westbrook, 13; Wilt Chamberlain, 7). The Mavericks are 6-0 all-time when DonCci¢ produces a 40-point 
triple-double, including 4-0 in 2022-23. With another 40-point triple-double this season, Doncié would join Westbrook (9 in 2016-17), Harden (7 in 2016- 
17,5 in 2018-19) and Robertson (5 in 1963-64) as the only players in league history to produce five-or-more 40-point triple-doubles in a single season. 


The 23-year-old recorded his second career 30-point, 20-rebound, 10-assist game against the Knicks (34 points, 20 rebounds, 12 assists at SAC 8/4/20, 
OT), becoming one of six players in NBA history to post multiple 30-20-10 games (Chamberlain, 16; Robertson, 7; Elgin Baylor, 4; Nikola Joki¢, 2; Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar, 2). 


Doncié also recorded his 14th career 35-point triple-double against the Knicks, breaking a tie with 
Chamberlain and James (13 each) for the fourth-most 35-point triple-doubles in league history (Robertson, " it dpa aes 
59; Westbrook, 29; Harden, 24). It was also his 40th career 25-point triple-double, tying Magic Johnson 
for the fifth-most 25-point triple-doubles in league history (Robertson, 159; Westbrook, 84; L. James, 72; 
Harden, 49). 


Donci¢ has produced 57 career 35-point games, tied for the fifth-most by a player 23-or-younger in NBA 
history (LeBron James, 87; Bob McAdoo, 63; Tracy McGrady, 60; Rick Barry, 57). Donéi¢, who turns 24 years 
old on 2/28/23, already ranks third in Mavericks history in career 35-point games, behind Nowitzki (78) and 
Aguirre (69). ==

As a team, the Mavericks trailed by nine (112-103) with 33.9 seconds left in the fourth quarter, but i aia i 
outscored New York in the final 27 seconds of regulation to force overtime and defeat the Knicks 126-122 
(12/27/22). According to ESPN Stats & Info, NBA teams were 0-13,884 in the last 20 seasons when trailing 
by at least nine with 35-or-fewer seconds remaining prior to the Mavericks’ thrilling come-from-behind win. 
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TRIPLE-DONCIC 
Luka Don¢i¢ has a franchise-best 56 triple-doubles, which are already more than every other current and former Maverick combined (40). Donéi¢ 
recorded a league-high 17 triple-doubles in 2019-20, becoming the youngest player in NBA history (21 years, 168 days) to lead the league outright in the 
category. He not only set the Mavericks single-season triple-double record, but he became the franchise's all-time leader as well. He has missed a triple- 
double by 1 rebound or 1 assist on 20 occasions in his career (1 time this season).

In fact, he had more than 
double the combined triple-doubles of the next two 
placeholders (Magic Johnson, 13; Ben Simmons, 
12). Doncié also broke the record for most triple- 
doubles before turning 23 years old with his game 
vs. CHI (1/9/2022) and holds the all-time record 
with 45 (Oscar Robertson, 38). 


Doncié also recorded his 25th career 30-point triple-double vs. 
DEN (11/18/22) en route to becoming the fifth player in league 
history with 25-or-more 30-point triple-doubles (Robertson, 
Russell Westbrook, LeBron James, James Harden).

win at UTA (2/6/23), becoming the first pair of Mavericks teammates age 22-or-younger to score 25+ points in the same game since 11/3/95 at SAS when Jason Kidd (22 
years, 225 days) and Jamal Mashburn (22 years, 339 days) each scored 27 points in a 103-97 win over the Spurs. 

* Tim Hardaway Jr. (5-11 3FG vs. GSW 11/29/22; 6-14 3FG at DET 12/1/22; 8-13 3FG at NYK 12/3/22; 5-9 3FG vs. PHX 12/5/22; 6-8 3FG at DEN 12/6/22) and Luka Doncié 
(4-9 3FG vs. GSW 11/29/22; 7-14 3FG at DET 12/1/22; 4-9 3FG at NYK 12/3/22; 4-9 3FG vs. PHX 12/5/22; 4-9 3FG at DEN 12/6/22) both connected on 4+ 3-pointers five 
consecutive games from 11/29-12/6/22.

+ Luka Donéié averaged 32.4 points, 8.6 rebounds and 8.0 assists per game in 2022-23. He joined Michael Jordan (32.5 ppg, 8.0 rpg and 8.0 apg in 1988-89) as the only 
players in NBA history to average at least 32.0 points, 8.0 rebounds and 8.0 assists per game for a season. DonCic finished second in the NBA in scoring this year behind 
Philadelphia's Joel Embiid (33.1 ppg). He broke Mark Aguirre's single-season franchise record (29.5 ppg in 1983-84) for the highest-scoring average in Mavericks history 
while joining Aguirre (2nd, 1983-84) as the only Mavericks to finish as high as second in the league in scoring. Doncié, who finished third in the NBA in scoring the previous 
year (28.4 ppg in 2021-22), also joined Aguirre and himself as the only Mavericks to finish in the top 3 in the league in scoring.

30-point outings in a single season with a 30-point night vs. GSW (3/22/23). Prior to this year, Donci¢ had not produced more than 27 30-point outings in a single season (27 
in 2021-22, 27 in 2019-20, 26 in 2020-21, 8 in 2018-19). 

* Kyrie Irving totaled 276 points, 50 rebounds and 69 assists through his first 10 games with Dallas (2/8-3/7/23). Irving is the first and only player in NBA history to record 
275+ points, 50+ rebounds and 60+ assists in his first 10 games with a franchise - having done so twice now (297 points, 53 rebounds and 70 assists with Brooklyn, 10/23- 
11/12/19). 

+ Luka Donéié (32.4 ppg, 8.6 rpg, 8.0 apg) and Kyrie Irving (27.1 ppg, 5.1 rpg, 5.5 apg) were two of the seven NBA players to average at least 25.0 points, 5.0 rebounds and 
5.0 assists per game in 2022-23 (fellow All-Stars Giannis Antetokounmpo, LeBron James, Kevin Durant, Stephen Curry and Ja Morant were the others). Irving (32.0 ppg) 

and Don¢cié (30.0 ppg) each averaged 30 points per game in their first two games together as teammates (at SAC 2/11/23, vs. MIN 2/13/23), becoming the first duo in NBA 
history to accomplish the feat. 

* Tim Hardaway Jr. knocked down a career-high 212 3-pointers (212-550 3FG) in 2022-23, marking the second-most in a single season in franchise history behind George 
McClouc's 257 (257-678 3FG, .379) in 1995-96. Hardaway Jr. (204-513 3FG, .398, 2019-20; 207-529 3FG, .391, 2020-21) has now produced three of the five seasons with 
200+ triples in Mavericks history (McCloud, 257, 1995-96; Luka Doncié, 201-569 3FG, 2021-22). Hardaway Jr. shot 38.5% (212-550 3FG) from beyond the arc on the season, 
including 49.6% (62-125 3FG) from deep after the All-Star break. 

* Tim Hardaway Jr. hit 5+ 3-pointers in five straight games (11/29-12/6/22), becoming the 10th player in NBA history to connect on 5+ treys in five-or-more consecutive 
games (Stephen Curry, 7 times; James Harden, 4 times; Paul George, twice; Damian Lillard; George McCloud; Jalen Green; Jayson Tatum; Gary Trent Jr.; Dennis Scott). 

Two other players (LaMelo Ball, Klay Thompson) accomplished the feat after Hardaway Jr. in 2022-23, making him one of 12 players to record a streak of at least five 
consecutive games with 5-or-more triples. McCloud (6 games, 2/25-3/5/96) is the only Maverick in franchise history to record a longer such streak. Over the five-game run, 
Hardaway Jr. averaged 24.4 points per game while going 30-of-55 (.545) from deep (the Mavericks went 4-1 in that stretch). Hardaway Jr. has connected on 5+ 3-pointers 
49 times in a Dallas uniform, the second-most such games in franchise history (Luka Don¢ic¢, 54). 

+ Jaden Hardy tallied 20+ points in each of his first three NBA starts (22 at MEM 3/11/23; 28 vs. MEM 3/13/23; 22 at SAS 3/15/23), becoming the first Maverick ever to 
accomplish the feat. In fact, no Maverick had scored 20+ points in each of his first two career starts prior to Hardy. The 20-year-old averaged 24.0 points, 5.3 rebounds and 
3.3 assists per game during that three-game stretch (3/11-3/15/23). 

+ Jaden Hardy produced five 25-point games as a rookie in 2022-23, marking the second-most 25-point efforts by a Maverick before turning 21 years old (Luka DonCcic, 57). 
The 20-year-old finished with nine 20-point outings in 2022-23, which represented the third-most 20-point games by a Maverick before his 21st birthday (Don¢i¢, 86; Dennis 
Smith Jr, 18). In the season finale vs. SAS (4/9/23), Hardy scored 21 of his game-high 25 points in the second quarter. It marked the most points by a rookie in a single 
period in 2022-23 (previous: 20 by No. 1 overall pick Paolo Banchero in 3rd quarter vs. MEM 1/5/23). 

+ Josh Green averaged career bests for points (9.1 ppg), rebounds (3.0 rpg), assists (1.7 apg), FG% (.537), 3FG% (.402) and FT% (.723) for the third straight year to begin his 
career. He recorded six 20-point games in 2022-23, after he failed to score 20 in each of his first two seasons. 

+ Josh Green netted 20+ points in three consecutive games (21 at MEM 3/11/23; 23 vs. MEM 3/13/23; 21 at SAS 3/15/23), after he had yet to produce back-to-back 
20-point efforts prior to the three-game run. Green posted his first career 20/10 game with 21 points (9-16 FG, 3-6 3FG), a season-high 10 rebounds and 4 assists at MEM 
(3/11/23). He followed that up with 23 points (10-15 FG, 3-6 3FG), 5 rebounds and a season-high-tying 7 assists the next game vs. MEM (3/13/23). The 22-year-old then 
went for 21 points (9-18 FG, 2-5 3FG), 3 rebounds and a season-high-tying 7 assists at SAS (3/15/23). Over the three-game stretch (3/11-3/15/23), Green averaged 21.7 
points (.571 FG%, .471 3FG%), 6.0 rebounds and 6.0 assists per game. 

* Christian Wood recorded a career-high-tying six 25-point, 10-rebound efforts in 2022-23, marking his third straight season with 5-or-more 25/10 games (5 in 2020-21, 

6 in 2021-22). Four of Wood's six 25/10 games in 2022-23 occurred as a reserve. Only Chris Gatling (5 in 1996-97) produced more 25/10 games off the bench for the 
Mavericks in a single season. Wood opened the season with consecutive 25-point games (25 at PHX 10/19/22, 25 vs. MEM 10/22/22) en route to becoming the first player 
in franchise history to score 25 points in each of his first two games in a Dallas uniform. He also tallied 20+ points in each of his first three games with Dallas (25 at PHX 
10/19/22, 25 vs. MEM 10/22/22, 23 at NOP 10/25/22), joining Kristaps Porzingis as the only Mavericks to accomplish the feat. Wood, who appeared off the bench in all 
three games, became the first Maverick to achieve the feat while appearing as a reserve. 

* Luka Donci¢ notched his 10th triple-double of the season (56th career) with 35 points, including a game-tying 3-pointer in the final seconds of regulation to force overtime 
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and a game-tying triple in the final minute of overtime to force double-OT, to go along with 14 rebounds and 13 assists in a career-high 53 minutes in the Mavericks’ 119-115 
win at LAL (1/12/23). It marked his 30th career 30-point triple-double, becoming the fifth player in NBA history with 30-or-more 30-point triple-doubles (Oscar Robertson, 
106; Russell Westbrook, 48; LeBron James, 37; James Harden, 35). Donci¢, who is one of only two players in NBA history (Robertson) to record 8-or-more triple-doubles in 
each of their first five NBA seasons, also recorded 10+ triple-doubles for the fourth consecutive year (17 in 2019-20, 11 in 2020-21, 10 in 2021-22). The Mavericks are 9-1 
this season when Don¢cié produces a triple-double. 

+ Luka Donéié recorded 26 35-point games in 2022-23 — the second-most in the NBA behind Joel Embiid’s 28. Doncié has now produced 69 career 35-point efforts, which 

is tied with Mark Aguirre for the second-most 35-point games in Mavericks history. Only Dirk Nowitzki (78), who is part of the 2023 Hall of Fame class, has produced more 
such games with Dallas. Sixty-five of Donci¢'s 69 career 35-point outings occurred before his 24th birthday. Only LeBron James (87), the league's all-time leading scorer, has 
produced more 35-point games before turning 24. 

+ Luka Donéié and Kyrie Irving finished tied for second in the NBA in 20-point quarters in 2022-23 with five each (Ja Morant also had 5 while Damian Lillard produced a 
league-high 7). Four of Donéic’s five 20-point quarters came in the opening frame, while all five of Irving's occurred in the final stanza. After registering 24 points (7-8 FG, 

4-5 3FG, 6-8 FT) in the first quarter vs. DET (1/30/23), Dondié went for 21 points (7-11 FG, 2-5 3FG, 5-6 FT) in the opening quarter the following game vs. NOP (2/2/23). 
According to Elias, he became the first player since Tracy McGrady in March 2003 (21, 1st quarter, ORL at MIA, 3/23/03; 21, 1st quarter, ORL vs. MEM, 3/24/03) to produce 
20+ points in the opening quarter of consecutive games. Irving had 26 points (11-12 FG, 3-4 3FG, 1-1 FT) in the fourth quarter vs. MIN (2/13/23), joining Dirk Nowitzki (29, 
Ath quarter, vs. UTA 11/3/09) and DonCic (28, 1st quarter, vs. LAC 2/10/22) as the only Mavericks to produce a 26-point quarter over the last 25+ seasons (since 1996-97). 
It was also Irving's highest-scoring quarter of his career (previous: 25, 2nd quarter, at ORL 3/15/22) and he single-handedly outscored Minnesota 26-24 in the final frame. 

* Reggie Bullock appeared in a career-high 78 games in 2022-23 and shot 38.0% (151-397 3FG) from long range, including 43.6% (95-218 3FG) from long range over his final 
37 games of the season. Bullock posted his first career 20-point, 10-rebound effort with 20 points (6-11 FG, 6-10 3FG, 2-2 FT), a career-high 13 rebounds, 2 assists and 2 
steals in Dallas’ overtime-win at SAS (3/15/23). It marked his second 20-point outing of the season (and the 25th of No. 25's career). Earlier this year, Bullock went 8-of-10 
(.800) from beyond the arc en route to scoring a season-high 24 points at POR (1/14/23). His 8 3-pointers marked a career high and he became the sixth Maverick to shoot 
at least 80.0% from 3-point range (min. 10 3FGA), joining George McCloud (.833, 10-12 3FG, vs. PHX 12/16/95, OT), Yogi Ferrell (.818, 9-11 3FG, at POR 2/3/17), Rodrigue 
Beaubois (.818, 9-11 3FG, at GSW 3/27/10), Tim Hardaway Jr. (.800, 8-10 3FG, 1/4/21) and Trey Burke (.800, 8-10 3FG, vs. HOU 7/31/20, OT). 

+ Maxi Kleber scored Dallas’ final 6 points, including the game-winning 3-pointer at the buzzer, in the Mavericks’ 111-110 win at Crypto.com Arena (3/17/23). Kleber became 
the first Maverick to hit a game-winning buzzer beater against the Lakers at Crypto.com Arena (formerly Staples Center). Prior to Kleber, the last Maverick to make a game- 
winning buzzer beater against either L.A. team at Crypto/Staples was Jerry Stackhouse against the Clippers (1/12/08). 

* Dwight Powell moved into 10th place on the Mavericks’ all-time games played list vs. UTA (3/7/23), passing Mark Aguirre (566) with his 567th game in a Dallas uniform. 
He shot 100% from the field for the 100th time in his career at PHI (3/29/23) and the franchise-record 100th time with the Mavericks at MIA (4/1/23). 
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SEASON NOTEBOOK 


The Dallas Mavericks posted a 52-30 (.634) record during the 2021-22 regular season, recording their 15th 50-win season in franchise history and their first since 2014-15 (50-32). It marked 
their most wins since their championship season in 2010-11 (57-25). After earning the No. 4 seed in the West, their highest seed since 2011 (third seed), the Mavericks defeated Utah in the 
first round and Phoenix in the second round, before bowing out to the eventual NBA champion Golden State Warriors in the Western Conference Finals. Luka Don¢ié earned his third straight 
First Team All-NBA selection in 2021-22, becoming the fourth player to garner three All-NBA First Team accolades before age 24.
